I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions : of  the  Hadlei^h  Urban  District 
for  the  year  1951 

The  vital  statistics  show  no  trend  in  any  particular 
direction  but,  whilst  excessive  importance  should  not  be  attached 
to  rates  which  are  based  on  small  numbers,  deaths  from  heart 
diseases  rose  considerably 

A sharp  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  during  the  summer 

months 

A number  of  houses  in  the  district  are  old  and  have  almost 
reached  the  stage  when  their  fitness  for  human  habitation  might 
have  to  be  considered  despite  the  existing  shortage  of  housing 
a ccommoda  t ion
